when Roosevelt ordered him to

troops behind 1 allowed for the 
fact that this generation's young- 
sters wouldn't be likely to know that 
back in 1917 MacArthur, then a 
colonel, headed the Rainbow (42nd) 
Division and personally led them 
out of the trenches and into No 
Man's Land in their first test in 
France — the raid on Bararrat.

The review doesn't say, but 1 


presume the book also describes 
a similar act of courage when 
MacArthur, then a general, and 
chief of staff of the army, was 
ordered by an alarmed President, 
Herbert Hoover, to clear Washing- 
ton of the depression-born "Bonus 
Army" — whose numbers crowd- 
ing around the seat of government 
seemed to threaten a revolution. 
The chief of staff would normally 
have been expected to delegate 
this unpleasant job to a lesser of- 


. ficer/Jfait; M|tcArthur, having got- 
^ tewj^y*:: g fts from the President, 


WenrVmfiElf. The veterans were 
hot about it for' a \vhile—but the 
American 
Legion later honored 


MacArthur; and in fact his per- 
sonal presence may have averted 
serious trouble.

And the1, main point of the new 


book on MaeArthur seems to be 
that hewhaS.-never gotten pn>,"top. 


considerations first. Professor El- 
lard says in his review that the 
book gives a running account of 
MacArthur's career-long feitf with. 
General Marshall. Once when chief 
of staff MacArthur denied Marshall 
promotion from 'colonel to brigadier 
general on the ground that Marsh, 
all "lacked experience in com- 
manding troops" — and the review 
board sustained MacArthur. 


Later on, the book continues, 


Marshall was put in command of 
a regiment, its efficiency declined, 
and Marshall .was assigned to an- 
other post. He protested to Mac- 
Arthur; but the order stuck. 


"Mr. Lee. (co-author) declares 


he has no "documentary evidence 
that Marshall ever made official 
judgments from personal

ment," Professor Ellard continues, 
"though officers close to MacAr- 
thur claim that the did. Anyhow, 
Marshall wrote the order relieving 
MacArthur 
of his command in 
Korea." 


I would suspend judgment on 


that MacArthur-Marshall feud un- 
til I heard Marshall's side of it, 
Marshall doesn't claim to be a 
field commander, while MacArthur 
Is one of America's all-time greats. 
It might be resolved as simply a 
controversy 
between 
America's 


actual fighting men and the inevi- 
table politico-military 
obligarchy 


back in Washington. 


MacArthur all his life has thrown 


his lot with the army in the field, 
and played the 
Washingtonians 


down. "Mr. Lee," the review con- 
tinues, "lists specific 
corrodings 


in MacArtrmr's memory that have 
convinced him, perhaps emotion- 
ally, that his 'worst enemies were 
not in front but in Washington,' " 


And here is the clinpher — the 


disclosure of a fact I didn't know, 
but which adds to the long list of, 
times when. MacArthur's intuition! 
was right and the brass-hats of 
military and political Washington 
were wrong. Says the book, in its 
reviewer's words:

Lexington, Ky., March 3 (/f) — 


Hopes of big Bill Spivey to be re- 
initiated as a University of Ken- 
tucky basketball p l a y e r were 
lathed lam night when the ath- 
letic board of the university banned 
him permanently from its eligibil- 
ity list. 


With Splvcys hopes went those 


of the Wildcat cage, team that the 
•even-foot Georgian, an nil-Ameri- 
ca center, would be able to play 
In the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association Tournament. 


The athletic board said, In the 


course of a lengthy statement: 


"We feel compelled to say that 


Is Is our unanimous opinion, 
nt 


th!* lime, that Spivey was impli- 
cated in a conspiracy t ofix Ken- 
tucky basketball games during the 
1050-R1 season." 


The board said there was evi- 


dence to Imlicnte this occurred1 
during the Sugar Bowl Tourna- 
ment at Now Orleans In Decem- 
ber, 1950. 


Spivey has denied repeatedly 


thrt he was guilty of any wrong- 
doing. 


He was present at the board ses- 


sion but unavailable for comment 
afterwards. 


The boards statement revealed 


for the first time that 
Spivey's 


"voluntary* withdrawal from Ken 
tuckys 
eligibility 
list in Decem- 


ber followed action by the 
board 


suspending him. Last nights state- 
ment said Spivey was allowed to 
announce his withdrawal to save 
him embarrassment. 


The lanky basketball star re- 


turned last week from New York, 
where he went before the grand 
jury for questioning on basketball 
fixes. 


The athletic board, commenting 


on Spivey's insistance upon 
his 


innocence and Dean of Students 
A. D. Kirwan, who went to 
New 


York with Spivey, was given ac- 
C2ss to the private minutes of the 
grand jury and the record of tho 
Now York district attorney's 
of- 


fice. 


Frnm Kirwan's report, the state- 


ment said, "It is tho unanimous 
opinion of this board that there is 
very substantial evidence tending 
to show that William Spivey was 
Involved in a conspiracy to fix the 
Sugar Bowl Basketball Tournament 
in Decombor, 1950. 


"Splvoys 
stout 
denial of this 


brings this evidence in Issue. The 
bonrd would have preferred to re- 
serve judgment on this issue until 
it can properly be evaluated In 
tho courts. But the basketball sea- 
son Is running out and Spivey Is 
insisting that we make a decision 
now. 
Certainly his name is 
not 


clear nnd his 
suspension 
would 


have to continue for this reason, 
if for no other." 


Dcnn Kirwan said he could not 


say at this time whether Spivey 
would be allowed to stay in school.
